turkey hunters enjoyed the most 
successful hunt in the stale's 
history during the first half of 
the 1966 season, with 790 turkey 
kills reported. During a simi- 
lar hunt last year in 44 counties 
only 526 turkey kills were re- 
ported. 


Of the counties open, 38 report- 


ed an increase in the number 
jf kills over last year's total. 
Five counties which reported no 
kills last year were productive 
this year. Yell County had the 
highest total increase, with 42 
kills in 1966 as compared to only 
six in 1965. Right behind were 
Chicot, up 26; Perry, an in- 
crease of 23; and Garland, 20 
more. 


Desha, first in total kills last 


year, again reported the most 
kills during he first half with 137. 
Ashley County was second with 
107, and Lee County ranked third 
with 96 kills. 


It will be several weeks be- 


fore all of the reports are in for 
the second half of the turkey 
hunt but all indications are that 
a new record will be set. 


Fishing Records 


: 
Falling Rapidly 


" LITTLE ROCK — Arkansas 
anglers are re-writing the state 
fishing records in swife man- 
lier this spring; five new records 
have been established since mid- 
March. New records have been 
set in the white and the black 
crappie divisions, smallmouth 
bass, flathead catfish, and green 
sunfish. 


Perhaps the most unique re- 


cord-setting action occured last 
week on Bushy 
Bay of Lake 


Norfork, when eight-year-o 1 d 
Earl Willey of Brookland cast 
a small doll fly and "fouled" his 
lure. Fhe youngster handed the 
rod to his father, Bob Willey, 
to free the line. As the pressure 
Was applied, the "log" began 
to move. The boy was given the 
rod to play the fish, which was 
landed almost an hour later on 
a six-pound test line. 
' The fish, which turned to be 
a record-busing 
30-pound, 10- 


ounce flathead catfish, had been 
accidentally snagged by the lure 
but the fact that it was s t i l l 
taken on hand-held rod qualified 
it for a record catch. 


Wildlife Officer Gordon Ben- 


nett verified the 
species and 


weight of the fish. The old re- 
cord flathead of 19 pounds, two 
ounces was set in 1965 by a 
Batesville 
fisherman. 


• Over at Greets Ferry, anoth-

New Regulations 


LITTLE ROCK — Two new 


regulations have been added to 
ihc state laws by the Commis- 
sion. The AG & F has ruled 
that "it 
shall be 
unlawful to 


take or attempt to take frogs in 
any manner from any hatchery 
or nursery pond owned or oper- 
ated by the Commission." The 
order specifically covers the fish 
hatcheries at Lonoke, Centeron, 
and Lakes Hamilton Hatchery 
near Hot Springs, as well a s 
nursery ponds at 
Lakes Bull 


Sholas and Norfork, and is not 
limited to just these sites. The 
regulations also .prohibit hunt- 
ing, shooting or carrying of fire- 
arms or other killing devices on 
these areas. The penalty for vio- 
lation is $25 to $250. 


Beginning July 1, according 


to the other new regulation, "it 
shall be unawful for any person 
to take or attempt to take mus- 
sell shells without first procur- 
ing a fishing license, which will 
be required in addition to the 
shell takers license." Violation 
of the regulation can result in 
a fine of $25.

MR. HARRIS. Mr. Speaker, I had the priv- 


ilege of attending the Tcxarkana Lions Club, 
July 13, 1964, and hearing a splendid address 
of the Honorable Ted Goldman, judge of the 
municipal court in the city of Tcxarkana. 


It was one of the finest I have heard and 


a challenge not only to the community, but to 
the entire country. 1 ask unanimous consent that 
it be included in the Appendix of the Record 
in order that the Members and others through- 
out the country may also have the benefit of 
his very fine speech: 
"Rule of Law" — Address Delivered by Judge 


Ted Goldman, July 13, 1964, at the Lions 
Club, Tcxarkana, Ark. and Tex., Attended 
by the Honorable Oren Harris, Congressman 
From the Fourth District of Arkansas. 
If you ask ;nc to measure and assess the moral' 


fiber of our community, need I remind you that 
delinquency and -crimp scream for attention in 
every edition of the press, and from daily news 
announcements on radio and TV? Need I call 
your 
attention 
to the 
common 
alarm 
over 


violence and degradation denounced from the 
church pulpits everywhere? 


During these times of tension and unrest, 


strife and enmity, when the black man is re- 
sorting to violent demonstrations for his civil 
rights, and the white man is fighting back by 
taking the law into his own hands, they both 
need to be reminded that the rights, liberty and 
freedom all of us cherish so dearly stand in 
rcrious danger and imminent peril separate and 
apart from the rule of law and the enforcement 
of the statutes that govern the affairs and the 
relations of men. 


As I recite the following expression of hu- 


man rights will you try to name the source 
from which it coincs? "All men -arc created 
equally free and independent, and have certain 
inherent and inalienable rights, amongst which 
arc those of enjoying and defending life and 
liberty; of acquiring, possessing, and protecting 
property and reputation, and of pursuing their 
own happiness. * * * The equality of all persons 
before the law is recognized, and shall ever re- 
main inviolate; nor shall any citizen ever be 
deprived of any right, privilege, or immunity, 
nor exempted from any burden or duty, on ac- 
count of race, color or previous condition." This 
quote is not from the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, nor is it from the Constitution of the 
United States, hut from the Arkansas constitu- 
tion of 1874 (art. 2, sees. 2 and 3). It is the 
liberty and freedom proclaimed in this expres- 
sion that is imperiled when people question the 
rule of law by resorting to violence 
May God 


grant us the vision and tire courage to do what 
is right. We glow with pride as wt, consider the 
thought that the United States of America, 
guided and protected by divinity from above, 
has been chosen in the divine scheme of things 
to serve a noble purpose in the history of the 
world. SVe like to think that that holy purpose 
is to establish under God the human rights and 
the human dignity expressed in holy writ and 
in the minds of good men everywhere around 
the world. That purpose cannot be achieved by 
fighting one another and disregarding the rule 
of law. 


When lawyers speak of ihe rule of law, they 


mean the system under which the rights of peo- 
ple are governed by established rules, where the 
freedom and the dignity of the individual are 
assured, and where disputes are decided by im- 
partial tribunals. 


Any development which assures more wide- 


spread adherence to the rule of law results in 
the spread of freedom and greater recognition 
ul individual human dignity.

that is in him. Man, reaching toward the most 
exalted goals he can conceive, man striving inv 
patiently and restlessly for excellence has pro- 
duced great religious insights, created great art, 
penetrated secrets of the universe, and set stand-

give meaning to the 
phrase "the dignity of man." 


On the other hand, man without standards, 


man with eyes on the ground, has proven over 
and over in every society, at every period in 
history, that human beings can be lower than 
the beasts, sunk in ignorance, morally blind, 
living a life devoid of meaning. 


The task we face of keeping our ideals alive 


is partly a question of leadership. If our citizens 
are to recapture a sense of mission with respect 
to the purposes we care the most about, our 
leaders must have the capacity and the vision 
to ask for it. It is hard to expect an upsurge of 
devotion to the common good in response to 
leaders who lack the courage to evoke it, or the 
moral depth to understand such devotion, or the 
stature to merit the response which follows. One 
of the great tasks of leadership is to help a 
society achieve the best that is in it. 


But it takes more than leadership to preserve 


the ideals of a free society. The 
values we

generation by the allegiance of believing men 
and women. The fact that millions have died 
violent deaths while defending individual free- 
dom does not insure the survival of that prin- 
ciple, if we cease paying our tithes of devotion, 


Every free man in his work and in his family, 


in his public behavior, and in the secret places 
of his heart, should see himself as a builder and 
maintainer of the ideals of his society. Individ- 
uals contribute to the greatness and strength of 
a free society, or they help it to die. 


Those who are most devoted to a democratic 


society must be precisely the ones who insist 
that free men are capable of the highest stand- 
ards of performance, that free society can be a 
great society in the richest sense of the word. 
The idea for which this Nation stands will not 
survive, if the highest goal free men can set 
thfmitiVM is an amiable mediocrity. 


If we believe in a free society, we must be 


worthy of a free society. Any society will fall 
with out the support of the rule of law. Disci- 
pline and 
obedience 
is as necessary in 
the 


social state as in the family unit of society. No 
community can long succeed without respect for 
law and order. No government can long endure 
without enforcement of the laws that control 
the affairs of its subjects. An ordered society 
is absolutely essential. The 
rule of law 
must 


prevail in order to avoid terror and anarchy.

muttered South as he looked 
over dummy. "Why couldn't I 
have settled for a nice, com- 
fortable small slam, game and 
rubber?" 


He counted 12 easy tricks 


but where was his 13th com- 
ing from? There was one easy 
way to make his try. He could 
play a low spade from dummy 
and if West had led from the 
queen he would have his grand 
slam. South gazed fixedly at 
West and decided that West 
just wouldn't lead from a 
queen against a grand slam 
contract. 
Was a squeeze possible? 


The more expert of you 
readers have already 
seen 


that it was not only possible 
but that it was sure to work 
against the actual East-West 
holdings. That is, the right 
squeeze is sure to work. There 
are all sorts of squeezes for 
declarer to try. 
Correct technique is for 


South to assume that East has 
the queen of spades and to 
start play by taking the ace 
of spades and running off 
four trump tricks. Dummy 
will discard the deuce of 
spades and the chances are 
that West will jettison two 
diamonds and East a couple 
of spades. South's next play 
should be to lead out dum- 
my's king of spades and note 
that both opponents follow. 
By this time South can sus- 
pect the actual distribution. 
He leads three rounds of 


hearts, trumping the third one 
with his next to last trump. 


Then he leads out his last 


trump. West will have to 
throw another diamond in 
order to keep the high heart. 
Dummy's last heart will be 
thrown and East will also have 
to chuck a diamond to hold 
the spade queen. The dia- 
monds will all be good!
